new interchange on 1-94 at Inkster 
Road.

For the last several years, 
Wayne County has been acquiring 
property in the City of Romulus 
and Huron Township with the 
intent of establishing a “zone” to 
attract “high tech” companies to 
the area. The project is named 
“Pinnacle.” 

The development, at least in its 
initial two stages, would comprise 
1,800 acres located in Romulus 
and Huron Township. About 70% 
of the properties would be 
obtained by the county through 
outright purchase. The remaining 
30% would be acquired by con¬ 
demnation (already underway). 

Plans call for a mix of business 
and commercial uses including 
businesses involved in machine 
tool and equipment, engineering, 
testing, and manufacturing, tech¬ 
nology and research applications. 

The circular design sets aside

Although not^part of the 
Pinnacle project per se, the pro¬ 
posal also discloses plans for a 


Antoinette Soave, a Romulus 
Middle School foreign language 
teacher is in China as part of her 
sabbatical leave.

“The con¬ 
stant flow of bicycles, taxis, buses, 
cars, carts, trucks, donkeys and 
pedestrians all in the same space 
confuses my Midwestern mindset 
I can see that the Chinese people 
are an extremely hard working, 
proud and diligent people strug¬ 
gling to make progree in a country 
where survival has not been as¬ 
sured or assumed,” said Soave. 


Oakley talks 
®f rebirth 

5 housing, 3 industrial 
projects undeway

Thursday evening Mayor 
William Oakley delivered his 
State of the City Address at a live 
broadcast of the Mayor’s Chair. 
Oakley spoke to a surprisingly full 
house - typically the Mayor’s 
Chair has little or no audience. 

In attendance, were his fami¬ 
ly and close friends and a roomful 
of city employees that included 
the Treasurer, Police Chief, DPW, 
Ordinance, Personnel and Fi¬ 
nance Directors, as well as the 
Emergency Management and Se¬ 
nior Coordinators and a host of se¬ 
nior citizens. Also in attendance 
was a representative from Con¬ 
gresswoman Lynn Rivers’ office. 

The Mayor’s assistant David 
Cox delivered a Power Point pre¬ 
sentation in unison with the May¬ 
or’s comments on the city’s resi¬ 
dential, commercial, industrial 
and economic developments. 

This was especially impres¬ 
sive as Mayor Oakley makes no se¬ 
cret about his deficiencies con¬ 
cerning computers. In fact part of 
the presentation included a clip 
from a CBS News segment spot¬ 
lighting Romulus’ World Class 
Web Site where Mayor Oakley jok¬ 
ingly commented on his lack of 
knowledge pertaining to comput¬ 
ers. 

Although no real surprises 
were unveiled, highlights includ¬ 
ed the five residential projects 
currently underway in the City of 
Romulus: The Huron Valley De¬ 
velopment located at Barth and 
Hannan Roads with two models 
currently under construction with 
hopes of home sales to begin this 
spring Laurel Park Development 
on the other hand which is finish¬ 
ing up with their construction, has 
sold every loL 

The Commons located off 
Hannan Road has announced 
plans for a Commons II, adding 
approximately 150 homes to this 
beautiful development site. The 
Gateway Golf Community com¬ 
promised of an eighteen hole golf

course, and six- hundred units of 
diversified style condominiums 
and homes is selling properties at 
a brisk pace. Oakley also com¬ 
mented openly on the problems 
with the Farms located off 
Cogswell, and expressed his confi¬ 
dence in the developments’ antici¬ 
pated new birth. 

Additionally, Oakley boasted 
of new industrial developments 
including the Nelms Technology 
building that can be seen from I- 
275, jusL south of Eureka Road. 
Also mentioned were; LDM Tech¬ 
nologies - scheduled to open in 
approximately two months at 
Ecorse and Cogswell with plans to 
employee 300-500 people, and 
Gage Marketing opening in Feb¬ 
ruary with plans to hire 150-200 
people. 

The Mayor seemed particular¬ 
ly proud that the millage levied in 
Romulus is the lowest it’s been in 
fifteen years, and bragged that if 
revenue for the city ceased tomor¬ 
row, the city would be able to 
function for approximately 9 
months on it’s savings. 

He was equally as enthusias¬ 
tic over the contribution made by 
local developers to road improve¬ 
ments such as Northline, 
Cogswell and Harrison, as well as 
the low cost of only $300,000 to the 
City of Romulus for it’s new $4.5 
million dollar DPW Facility.

Adult book store

The Book Shack, closed in Au¬ 
gust, 2000, by the Wayne County 
Health Department after a police 
raid on the Inkster-located adult 
book store, is apparently closed 
“for good”, according to the officer 
who led the M.S.E.T. team that in¬ 
vestigated the activities at the al¬ 
leged pom store. 

On Monday, Book Shack pro¬ 
prietors and alleged owners, 
Melvin and Sidney Harris of 
Farmington Hills, directed a crew 
of workers to take down the sign 
on the Book Shack and also paint 
over any evidence that the build¬ 
ing once housed an adult book 
store, according to M.S.E.T. Detec-

tive Kevin Smith. 

The Book Shack is located on 
Michigan Avenue, off'of Middle- 
belt Road. 

‘That store is closed for good,” 
said Smith. “It will not reopen.” 

Smith is a member of the spe¬ 
cialized unit that conducted the 
investigation which led to the ar¬ 
rest of the Harrises and three oth¬ 
er defendants. 

The five men are accused of 
conducting an ongoing criminal 
enterprise. 

“We have completed our job,” 
said Smith. ‘The city wanted the 
store closed for good. It is.” 

M.S.E.T, also instrumental in 
eliminating the infamous Melody 
Theater from the city’s landscape, 
is made up of detectives from

City and the Wayne County 
Sheriffs Department. 

M.S.E.T. is an acronym for 
Metro Street Enforcement Team - 
Narcotics/Major Crimes Investiga¬ 
tions. 

The Harrises, along with three t 
of the store’s employees - Thomas 
L Buchanan, Richard A Katzman 
and Stanley A. Witkowski - are 
scheduled for a court appearance 
at 9 a.m. on Jan. 24 to learn 
whether Judge Sylvia James will

The preliminary exam, con¬ 
ducted in the 22nd District Court 
before Judge James, began Dec. 1, 
2000. Judge James will decide on 
Jan. 24 whether to bind over the 
defendants.

The law, signed into law ear- 
lier this month by Governor 
John Engler, allows almost any¬ 
one 21 or older, who doesn't 
have a psychological or mental 
problem to get a permit for a 
concealed weapons. 

The petition drive, under the 
rallying cry to Save Our Kids is 


gaining momentum, according 
to local officials. 

“It doesn't make sense to 
fight violence with violence,” 
said Cliff Johnson, president of 
the Metro Wayne Democratic 
Club. “More guns can only lead 
to more killings. We have drivers 
on the road today who pull out 
guns if they are cut off. Road 
rage is going to end in more 
shootings, believe me it will ” 

Granholm also touched upon 
the presidential election and 
the ballot-counting controversy 
in Florida that culminated in 
the unprecedented ruling by the 
U. S. Supreme Court to select 
the 43ixi President of the United 
States. She said that there is def¬ 
initely a need to improve the 
system. 

She applauded the local 


members of the Democratic 
Party for “getting out the vote.”

Battle cry to do away with 
incineration is right on 


Candidates for the two open 
council seats in Westland have 
unanimously, for the most part, is¬ 
sued a battle cry that might spell 
doom for the incinerator that is 
shared by Wayne, Inkster, Garden 
City, and their most populous 
neighbor, Westland 

We have written about the in¬ 
cinerator on many occasions. The 
gist of our opinion, despite the elo¬ 
quence of supporters like Wayne 
City Manager John Zech, is that it 
is a bad deal Cor local citizens.

to figure out how to make a profit 
without gouging taxpayers? 

The conclusion becomes all 
that much easier when we report¬ 
ed last week that two area land¬ 
fills are now soliciting business 
from Canada in an effort to bury 
enough trash to stay viable. 

That’s right Sumpter’s Car¬ 
leton Farms began accepting 
Toronto’s trash at the volume of 
285,000 cubic tons per year, begin¬ 
ning last week. Another area land¬ 
fill- Arbor Hills in Superior Town¬ 
ship is planning on taking another 
450,000 cubic tons of Canadian 
garbage.

“I will remove myself from 
the gun board rather than be 
required to comply with legis¬ 
lation signed by the governor 
changing the requirements for 
obtaining a permit to carry a 
concealed weapon.” David 
Gorcyca, prosecuting attorney 
for Oakland County, has been 
quoted in a number of news¬ 
papers stating this claim to 
personal, opinionated inde¬ 
pendence and he now stands 
before his profession holding a 
somewhat ambiguous torch. 

It was always my under¬ 
standing that prosecuting at¬ 
torneys are hired to uphold 
the law and not pick and 
choose which ones meet their 
own particular criteria. It was

Knowing of Thomas’s commit¬ 
ment, city employee unions 
wouldn’t negotiate substituting 
King Day for another holiday with 
him. They knew Thomas had to 
give them King Day off. There was 
nothing to negotiate. Thomas un¬ 
thinkingly gave employees an 
opening. They pounced on it 

The main reasons I defend 
Canton’s refusal to jump when the 
King Day proponents said, “Boo,” 
are that it would be difficult to 
force a holiday and that it would 
be discriminatory to treat King 
Day different than Columbus Day 
or Presidents Day, holidays when 
Canton Township employees 
work. 

With all the bad mouthing of 
Christopher Columbus, many 
would probably agree with the 
King Day proponent, an NAACP 
member, who told me that Colum¬ 
bus was a racist who didn’t even 
discover America. (In fact, the 
death in 1506 of Columbus, who 
once returned to Spain in chains, 
passed without notice in Europe.) 
Others have knocked George 
Washington for owning slaves and 
trashed Abraham Lincoln for be¬ 
ing a white supremacist, leaving 



Martin Luther King as the only 
authentic hero. 

But Columbus Day, Presidents 
Day, and King Day are all holi¬ 
days. Canton would be discrimi¬ 
nating by choosing one over the 
other for a work holiday. Worse, 
for Canton to disregard the 
achievement of Columbus in be¬ 
ginning the European exploration 
and settlement of the Americas, 
the achievement of Washington in 
establishing a peaceful republic, 
and the achievement of Lincoln in 
creating a democratic nation 
would be an act of gross ignorance 
equivalent to buying the Brooklyn 
Bridge. 

Columbus, Washington, Lin¬ 
coln, and King were all men of 
their time who helped Western 
Civilization advance and all are 
deserving of a national holiday. 

But as far as a work holiday, 
that’s a different matter. 

Work holidays are negotiated. 

Once upon a time, spectacular 
Columbus Day parades were com¬ 
mon enough that workers would 
want to negotiate that day off. 
With Columbus Day parades al¬ 
most nonexistent, there’s little in¬ 
centive for unions to negotiate 
that day off 

With Presidents Day never 
catching on, there’s little incen¬ 
tive for unions to negotiate that 
day off either 


Workers would rather have the 
Fourth of July, Memorial Day, or 
Labor Day off, holidays which 
have caught on and are celebrat¬ 
ed with parties or vacations. 
There’s every incentive for unions 
not to negotiate away these work 
holidays. 

Unlike King Day, none of these 
celebrations are forced. Almost 
everybody looks forward to the 
Fourth of July and celebrates it in 
a fun way. 

But King Day suffers in many 
areas for being a forced holiday. 
For the time being, few people in 
Canton look forward to it or cele¬ 
brate it like Memorial Day. I can’t 
imagine Canton workers trading 
their Labor Day work holiday for 
King Day — at least not until King 
Day catches on. 

In Westland, the holiday died 
until the politicians revived it If 
Westland has 90,000 people, 
maybe 200 celebrated it at the 
William Faust Public Library, 
mostly city and school politicians 
and employees and relatives of 
the performers. Perhaps 20-40 
people genuinely celebrated it 
That means 89,800 ignored it 

Ironically, the Canton celebra¬ 
tion at Geneva Presbyterian 
Church drew a bigger crowd and 
only a handful of politicians, in¬ 
cluding Supervisor Tom Yack. I at¬ 
tribute that to the Geneva celebra¬ 
tion not being forced. It was some¬ 
thing that the congregation want¬ 
ed and celebrated — hopefully 
the start of something big. Still, on¬ 
ly 300 of Canton’s 70,000-plus peo¬ 
ple attended.
